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1) Applicant's arguments filed 8/02/2007 have been fully 
considered but they are not persuasive. 

Applicant states that the reference of " Alferness does not 
disclose, expressly or inherently, a storage medium having audio 
tracks comprising complete songs and a number of different versions 
for at least one of the complete songs. Rather, Alferness discloses 
storing individual " sound elements " such as vocals, guitar, bass, 
drums, etc, and mixing these elements according to the controlling 
script when a selected song is played back ". Applicant is directed 
to abstract and figures 6 and 7 of Alferness, the original song are 
mixed with vocals, guitar, bass, drums, etc., thereafter, song can 
be recorded on the storage medium as complete song and playing back 
at different versions. Further, the original song is song base 
version, after mixing with different " sound elements " the song 
becomes first song base version, second song base version, etc., 
and they can be selectable playing back at different versions.
